
NATIONAL SOCIALIST CONVENTION 


Chicapj.—Ttie national conven¬ 
tion of the Socialist party is a hig 
affair ami very rejirrsentative of 
the coimtfy. There is great har¬ 
mony apparent, but the delegates 
are ail at sea as to tlie presidential 
ticket. Haywood stock seems to lie 
awav down at this wiiting (Tues¬ 
day) and it was noticeable that tlie 
mention of the name of the former 
Western Federation secretary in a 
congratulation telegram read sliort- j 
)y after the oi>cning of tlie conven- j 
tion evoked onlv slight applause. 
Tills is no discourtesy to the man j 
who escaped with his life from tlie 
official and murderous clutches of 
the Western Mine llarons, bin lie- 
tokens the general feeling that the 
national campaign shonhl bi- for 
straight Socialism rather than one 
in which the affairs of the great 
Western labor orgaiiiration would 
be the subject up|>erinost. There 
is some Debs sentiment, but his con¬ 
nection With the recent effort to 
launch a dual organized labor boily 
m the United Stales is regarded as 
being prejudicial to his candidacy, 
grand as he would be as a cam- 
fiaigticr. Various names are heard, 
lohn Frown of Massachusetts. 
Mahlon Barnes, Seymour Stedman 
of Illinois. James Carey of Massa¬ 
chusetts. Franklin Wentworth, also 
of Massachusetts. Carl D. Diomp- 
ton of Wisconsin. John C. CTliase of 
New York, are some of them. A 
motion was made ^fonday by 
Tlimiias y Morgan of Chicago that 
the nominations be made prior to 
adjournment of Thursday's session, 
and this was passed. So' that read¬ 
ers of these lines will doubtless find | 
the news of the nominations in 
Friday's press dispatches in their 
home newspapers. The motion 
was made becaose the Chicap> 
members are planning a big ratifica¬ 
tion meeting for Saturday night. 

There are something like *20 
•lelcgafes in the conventkm, and 
white the rawness, impetuosity and 
narrow know-it-all impulse of the 
zealot, newly converted, crops out 
here and there in the debates, and 
quite a little mistmderstanding of 
the broad, constructive, scientific 
spirit of the international movement 
shows itself, as a whole the conven¬ 
tion seems to be level-headeil and 
able to acquit itseH with credit. 
Still there wilt be some sharp 
bnishes over tactic^ and program. 
iThe farmer question seems to stir 
up considerable impassibilism, and 
thus far it has had a sort of battle- 
door and shuttlecock time of it. On 
Sunday the report of the com¬ 
mittee on rules was amended bv 
striking out a provision for a com¬ 
mittee on a fisrmers' program, the 
debate being rather jarring to the 
real student of intemalionaT tactics. 
Later in the day the convention 
seemed to get its head again, and 
after a masterly plea by Stedman of 
Illinois, restored the farm com¬ 
mittee provision. On Monday 
Slobodin of New_ York sought to 
stamp it Out again, but the move 

THE CONVENT 

Chicago^ Ills., May la—^The na¬ 
tional nominating convention of the 
Socialists was rappri to order at 
13 p. m. by National Secretary 
7 - Mahhm Barnes, who welcoaied 
the delates and called for a tem¬ 
porary organitation. 

Morris Hiliquit of New York 
was elected tempor a ry chairman 
and Frederic Heath of Wisconsin 
temporary secretary. 

Cablegrams and telegrams of 
greeting were read from the Inde¬ 
pendent Labor Party of Great Brit¬ 
ain, the Social-Democratic Party of 
'Austria and from various locals and 
organications in the United States. 
On motion of Victor L. Berger of 
.Wisconsin a -committee of seven on 
credentials was chosen, made up-as 
follows: Reilly of New Jersey. 
Untermarm of Utah, Clark of 
Texas, Bovlau of Oklahoma, Gra¬ 
ham of Montana, Tuck of Calif¬ 
ornia, Solomon of New York. 
Schwartt of Pennsylvania, Boomer 
of Washiiq^ton, and Gaylord of 
W'isconria- 

Ae 3 o’clock the convention re¬ 
assembled and Stedman of Chicago 
reported for the rules committee ap¬ 
pointed by thh national executive 
oonamittee. ’ After - a hot skirmish 
the lection providing for a com¬ 
mittee on fanners' program was 
strickcp out, the motion being made 
by Osborne of California, an im- 
possibilist. The consideration of 
rales «rar thra-pat over to aDow 
the credentials committee to report 
•The report showed 317 ddegates 
srith contests in the drdegation tram 
iWashhigton, Nefaradta, GaEfornia 
and wme other statea.

tion to table the attempt. This 
means that farmers' program will 
proliahly lie reixjrleel. but that the 
fight on it is only delayed till that 
time. 

.‘iome r.nicoitr on the P’s'tcr of 
trades unionism seems •'V have 
cropped up—or rather, tlie gliost of 
the iiiorilnind 1. W. W. seems to 
jliave seized on the convention for 
I a last feeble staml. .-X Pennsylvania 
1 delegate iven evoked groans by de¬ 
claring that trade unionism is no 
I concern of the Socialists. 

Victor L. Berger of Wisconsin 
mailc one of the most forceful pro¬ 
tests against this mischievous and 
-sliort-sighted spirit, telling what 
had been done in Wisconsin, and 
various other speeches were slurp 
and to the point. The trade union 
committee was provided for. only it 
was called a committee on "labor 
organization,” which was accept¬ 
able to the real industrialists and 
pacific<l the new fellows who are 
using "imlnstrialisin” as a fad run 
mad. 

■Anyone approaching the Garrick 
Theater on Randolph Street Sun¬ 
day would luve concluded that the 
•Socialists of the country had cap¬ 
tured Chicago. A reception was 
riianncd at the theater for 9 o’clock 
Sunday morning, delegates being 
given reserved seat tickets on pre¬ 
sentation of their credential cards, 
and the rest of the seats being sold. 
The theater was soon filletl to suf¬ 
focation, and the lobby and the 
sidewalk in front were also crowd¬ 
ed, there being in the throngs rep¬ 
resentatives from probably every 
state in the union and some of the 
territories. Inside the theater a 
regular welcoming program was 
carried out, with speeches and' 
music. 

The first session of the conven¬ 
tion was scheduled for 11 o'clock, 
but it was past noon before the 
gavel fell. Brand’s hall, on North 
(Tark Street, is not well suitetl for 
convention purposes. The acous¬ 
tics arc bad and the big side 
windows glaring. As arrange<l for 
the convention the delegates were 
provided for along long tables run¬ 
ning clear through the hall from 
the stage to the rear. The state lo¬ 
cations were arranged alphabetical¬ 
ly commencing at one of the rear 
corners. The best front poiitbns 
fell to the lot of Pennsylvania, Il¬ 
linois. Minnesota, Montana, Idaho, 
New Hampshire and Rhode Island. 
Wisconsin got the worst of the two 
back corners, with Ohio. Klassa- 
ititusctts. New York and Washing¬ 
ton to keep it company. The hall 
was draped with r^. "Labor’s im-' 
memorial a>lor,” -MuFTramed por¬ 
traits of Marx and Engels were 
placed at cither end of the stage, 
with huge American flags hanging 
-ibove them. Cardboard signs 
strung on wires overhead indicated 
the locations of the state delega¬ 
tions. Heath.

and A. W. Mance from the Socialist 
Party of Cunada were given seats 
on the-stage. 

On motion of Stedman of Illinois 
the work of the convention with re¬ 
gard to the rales committee report 
was ratified except as to the action 
on the farmers' program. The 
chair construed this as a restoration 
of the farmers’ program provision. 
An appeal from decision was taken 
by SkAxMlin of New York and the 
chair was sustained. 

May II. —The convention was 
called to order-by National Secre¬ 
tary Barnes. James F. Cirev of 
Maisachnsetts was elected chair¬ 
man for the day. Miller of Colo- 
rado tiered a draft of a telegram 
to be sent to the Western Federa¬ 
tion of Miners, but it was decided 
to refer it, witii other like matters 
to the prospective resolutions com¬ 
mittee. 

Kearns of New Jersey a.<dced an 
adjournment in order to find some 
way of rearranging the hall so as 
to make it posstole for delegates to 
hear each other, but the motion did 
not prevail. Secretarv Heath, by- 
authority under the nues appointed 
Stri^tixnd of Indiana reading 
clerk. 

Hanford of New York moved to 
turn the rearrangement of seating 
in the hall over m the national sec¬ 
retary, which was done. 

The balance of the rules were 
acted on and Slobodin of New York 
tried to get the &nneri' section 
omitted in their adoption as a whole, 
bat Mahoney of New York moved 
to lay Us attempt on the table, and 
lUs waf dooe.

Strickland of Indiana and Reilly 
of New Jersey were elected assist-' 
am secretaries, and the chair ap¬ 
pointed Penrose of .Arkansas. Floa- 
icn of Colorado. Orber of .New 
York anil tl'Harc of Oklahoma 
tellers and Bentall of IlIirK>is and 
•Ambrose of .Montana judges to 
count and tabulate the vole.

John F. Slayton of I’emisyl- 
vania was chosen chairman for the 
•lay Tuesday. AmUlier large 
liatch of telegrams were read from 
the Polish SiKialist .Alliance of 
Jersey City, the Canadian Socialist 
Party, the Jewish Bund of New 
A'ork cl al. 

.A S|>ccial rcjiort of the national 
executive coininittee was read on 
the Washington ca.se and was l.nal- 
ly adopted after several hours ile- 
voted to threshing out the factional 
trouble: of.that Western state. It 
advii-il against declaring the state 
unorganized and suggested sending 
a peacemaker. Ilutchinsoii of 
WashingtiHi was granted the stage 
and aroused the delegates to great 
enthusiasm by declaring that his 
faction.meant to get into the party 
if it to»)k years of effort. Die fac¬ 
tion numbers some 700 comrades 
who were dropped from the party 
by the Dr. Titus faction. The de¬ 
late scored both sides and urged a 
getting together for the good of the 
movement in the stale. Davies of 
Pennsylvania caused considerable 
excitement by being forced to admit, 
when challenged by Berger of Wis¬ 
consin, that he was pretending to 
speak on one side while really serv¬ 
ing the other, two having been al¬ 
lowed to speak on each side. This 
trick of seeking to cripple the side 
he pretended to favor was repudiat¬ 
ed by the Pennsylvania delegation. 

A toucliiiig incident of the after¬ 
noon session was the reading of a, 
letter from Sarah A. Bigelow, 
now over 80 years of age, the 
mother of George E. Bigelow, late 
national organizer, as follows: 

"Greeting and good cheer. It is 
my hope to live long enough to see 
tlie ultimate triumph of this cause, 
to which my only child gave the 
best years of his life. His great 
heart broke because of the ‘pam of 
the world.’ ‘My house is left unto 
me desolate,’ but all the world are 
my brothers, and God will take 
care of me. Your comrade, Sarah 

A. Bigelow.” 

The secretary was instructed to 
send a fitting answer.

CapitalUin 
w-ants everything in sight, and 
means to get the brain workers and 
the skilled boss down to the “iron 
law- of w-ages” basis! And to .stop 
their getting any portion of the 
profits through "fancy” salaries. 
Thus are the aristocrats of labor

But what of the future? Already 
we see tlie capitalist becoming un¬ 
necessary. He is placing the man¬ 
agement of industry on hired 
shonlders and cutting the cord of 
sympathy between himself ami the 
real managers into the bargain. 
When industry- is taken over bv 
Ihe rollectrvily the managers wifi 
be much more w-illing to serve the 
new masters—the (leople— than to 
continue to serve ca|)italist drones. 

Matters are sliaping them-tclves 
for tlie great changes that are im- 
(icnding. From very force of con¬ 
ditions the capitalist digs his own 
grave!

.•\s a result, this product is only allowed to adniinister to the comfort, 
convenience, and happiness of the producing class when it brings a 
(iri'fit to the owning class; and when, after a time, so much is prodiicol 
tliat the working class is unable to buy it back tiecause their wages are 
kiqit as near the mere ixisleiice (xiint as (xissiMc. there conics a (>criod 
of depression and industrial (laralysis, and the working class is con- 
frontH with the privilege of starving, wearing rags, and suffering 
every inconvenience, becan.se tliey liave produced too iimch.
